F. No. 1PC/30/5/82-83.— Attention is invited to Import & Export Policy 
for 1982-83 publisned under the Ministry of Commerce Public Notice No. 16- 
ITC(PN)/82 dated the 5th April, 1982. 

2. It has been provided in para 72(3) and 139(1) of Vol. I of the said Impoit &. 
Exports Policy that particulars of direct import of canalised items should be 
furnished by the importer to the canalising agency concerned in the proforma 
appearing in Appendix 18 of the said policy, within the time stipulated therein, 

3. It has come to notice that the required information is not being sent to 
the canalising agency in time by some importers, It is, therefore, reiterated that 
any failure on the part of an importer in complying with this requirement will 
render him liable to action under the import control regulations besides stoppage 
of the facility of direct import in his case, Importers, are, therefoie, advised 
that, in their own intedest they should comply with the provisions of paia 
72(3) and 139(1) referred to above.
